before and throe after tho equinox, tho rule 
g ov erning tho v olcanian disturbances.

The next 
morning we passed the north end ot the 
desert, which varies only from the rest of 
the cou ntry b y b eing perfectly level and 
b arren, even of sage b ru sh. 
Then came 
in sight of Salt Lake, b u t we left it again 
to ou r right and at 10:30 got to Ogden, 
which is qu ite a nice town, close u p ta 
the foot of the mou ntains. 
Stay ing there 
ab ou t two hou rs we take the railroad for 
Salt Lake City , where we arriy ed ab ou t 
three p. m.ftThis is a nice place b u t not 
so mu ch so as I expected to sec. There 
arc b u t few* real fine b u ildings and the 
place is very qu iet at present. 
We visit­ 
ed the Hot Springs near the city and 
took a b ath; visited the Mormon temple 
commenced in 18*13 and intend to finish it 
in six y ears more. In Chicago they wou ld 
pu t u p su ch a b u ilding in a y ear or even 
less, b u t they are taking great pains; 
washing the sand for the mortar and 
grinding it after b eing mixed and cu tting 
all the stone, 
w 
h i c h they get some twenty 
miles sou th. The old T ahernacle is a 
cu riou s , ob long 
b u ilding, with 
arch­ 
ed roof and has|'.grcat seating capacity 
and a very fine organ. They were very 
kind in showing u s arou nd and explain 
ing every thing. 
The whole b lock iw en­ 
closed b y a stone wall ab ou t ten feet high, 
and the b locks in Salt Lake City are as 
large as fou r in tDixon.

In less than two day s I had deliv­ 
ered the twenty machines, had $400 cash in 
pocket, with fou r months in which to pay 
for the goods. 
I had $100 to take ou t in

city , and, as I say , I got tired of ^eating u p 
my profits on the scheme. 
The $700 was 
profit and also $1 on each machine.
